When Huckleberry Finn and his 
friend, Jim, floated the Mississippi 
River a century ago, Granite City 
was still about a decade away from 
being platted by German brothers, 
the Niedringhauses. 

Now, 100 years after Mark Twain 
penned Huckelberry Finn, two Ger- 
mans are again floating the 
Mississippi River and finding 
everything exciting, including

Europe. Hans Conrad Zander, 
originally from Sweden, the writer, 
describes Stern as ‘the most impor- 
tant weekly in Germany.” 

Zander is. accompanied by Cor- 
nelius Meffert, a German 
photographer who is one of Stern's 
chief contributors. Their main 
theme is recreating Huckleberry 
Finn’s voyage in celebration of the 
100th anniversary of the ageless 
book.

come from Europe: I think this. will, 
too,” he predicted. ‘A European col- 
lege professor going through 
Granite City would say, 
Marvelous,’ " he added. 

The two took great interest in the 
platting of Granite City by the Ger- 
man Niedringhaus brothers. Told 
that now, about 90 years after the ci- 
ty was platted, Granite City Steel is 
just beginning to outgrow the pro- 
perty designated for it by the 
original plat, Zander said, “‘Ah, one 
German plan that worked. Most of 
them don’t.” 

AIR POLLUTION, a. chief con- 
cern in this region, is not the pro- 
blem here that it is in many in- 
dustrialized parts of Germany, 
Zander said.. Also, the Germans 


were-surprised at the quality of the 
water in the Mississippi River, 
which most Americans consider 
muddy and polluted. 

“This river is not polluted at all, 
according to European standards. In 
the big rivers in Europe, you cannot 
eat the fish. The water is too 
polluted. 

“We stop and swim and fish and I 
have eaten the river fish here. It is 
excellent,’’ Zander commented. 

The journalists arrived in 
America nearly three weeks ago and 
spent most of their time in New York 
City reading about thé Mississippi. 
Then they flew to St. Louis, drove to 
Granite City to purchase supplies for 
their trip and set out for Hannibal,

A misconduct complaint has been 
filed against six Madison County 
lawyers by the Attorney Registra- 
tion and Disciplinary Commission of 
the Illinois State Supreme Court, it 
was disclosed Friday. 

The complaint was made public 
after the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
made a formal request with the 
Supreme Court for the information. 
According to that newspaper, the 
charges were filed with the commis- 
sion’s Hearing Board April 6 and the 
matter is pending. 

LAWYERS NAMED are William, 
S. Beatty, Jon G. Carlson, Morris B. 


Chapman, William W. Schooley Jr. 
and. Leon G. Scroggins, all of 
Granite City and L. Thomas Lakin of 
East Alton. 

They allegedly used misleading in- 
formation in 1980 in advertisements 
which urged defeat of the retention 
efforts of Circuit Judges Victor J. 
Mosele of Madison County and John 
DeLaurenti of Bond County. 

At the.time of the campaign, the 
judges alleged that newspaper and 
radio advertisements and direct 
mail letters put out by the six at- 
torneys slanted the facts to make it

State squeezing schools 
too much, Davis testifies 


A call for fewer state mandates 
and more state dollars for schools 
was voiced by B. J. Davis last week 
in Mount Vernon at a public hearing 
of the State Board of Education 

“I am superintendent of schools in 
Communit Unit District 9 in 
Granite City. 1 represent a school 
district in extreme financial difficul- 
ty. I will list the facts that have led 
my district to its present plight, 
Davis related 

In 1973-74 we enrolled 14,000 
pupils, operated 22 buildings, and 
employed 1,121 individuals. We were 
‘in the black’ and appeared to be 
financially stable. We began to pro. 
ject prolonged enrollment declines 
and, as a result, closed a junior high 
school 

‘From 1973 until 1979 we began to 
reduce staff by not replacing retir- 
ing and resigning staff members. 

“In 1977, our projections of finan 
cial difficulties, given first in 1974. 
began to become a reality 

ary in the 1977-78 
year to borrow money for flow 
purposes, and we projected that in 
future budget years we would bor. 
row not just for cash flow problems 
but also for operating purposes 

‘In answer to that projection we 
closed three elementary schoc 

d of 1979 and dismissed 60 
five custodians, eight 
personnel and two 


feteria 
secretaries 

“In 1980, because the building fund 
could no longer support a major 
maintenance program, we went to 
the public with a building bond issue. 
For the first time in the history of 
the district, a bond issue failed 

In 1981-82, we completely 
revamped our cafeteria operations 
and reduced 34 cafeteria positions 
At the saine time, we reduced addi 
tional ‘ad teaching and 
custollial positions 

“LaSt year we closed an additional 
six schools, including a senior high 
We dismissed 140 teachers, nine ad. 
ministrators, 23 custodians, 18 
secretaries and. five cafeteria 
workers. 

This year, 1983-84, we reduced 
our expenditures $4.5 million. We 
have frozen all wages. We have 
made further staff reductions for 
next year. 

“We continue to lose pupils and 


project an enrollment next year of 
approximately 8,900 pupils.”” 

Supt. Davis continued, “We will 
end this fiscal year June 30 with a 
debt of $8 million in spite of the 
drastic steps taken to keep expenses 
in line with revenue while still main- 
taining some semblance of a quality 
educational program 

‘In summation, in 

years we have 

Lost 36 percent ofour pupils. 

Reduced staff from 1,121 to 646 
(or 43 percent) 

Closed 10 schools (46 percent) 

Experienced a -loss of state 
revenue. 

Accumulated a debt of $8 
million in the last seven years. 

“I am not here to condemn or lay 
blame upon anyone. I simply have 
tried to give you an analysis of one 
school district's plight 

‘Granite City has been crippled 
by the recent and prolonged rec: 
sion. We have experienced an 
unemployment rate in the communi 
ty of approximately 20 percent 

“Our surveys indicate a bleak pro- 
spect for passage of any tax increa 
presented to an electorate still ree! 
ing from its own economic battering. 

“We need financial help; we need 
a reduction in mandates; and we do 
not need additional mandates that 
would require us to assume all or 
any part of additional costs 

“Our employees have not received 
a wage increase this year, and we do 
not project one next ye 

Our class sizes have gone from 
an average of 22 to over 30. Without a 
substantial influx of new’ monies, 
this trend will continue. 

1 have appeared before 
numerous committees throughout 
these years and foretold what was 
happening and would happen 
without financial assistance, We 
now there; and my predictions are 
now realities, much to my regret 

‘I implore, once more, for so 
meone to listen, to heed and to act,” 
Supt. Davis concluded

County seeks controls: 
on special prosecutors

The Madison County Board 
finance committee says it has taken 
a step toward keeping better tabs on 
the cost of the county's various 
special prosecutors 

A resolution passed by the finance 
committee last week will require all 
special prosecutors to submit a mon- 
thly, itemized bill- for services 
rendered 

THE FINANCE committee's 
resolution will go to the county board 
for ratification June 20. 

In the past, special prosecutors 
have turned in a bill for their ser- 
vices once a grand jury investiga- 
tion has been completed. 

Finance committee members said 
that recently, however, it has been 
difficult. to keep track of the

have come and gone in the county, 

In one recent grand jury investiga- 

Paul Verticchio acted as 
prosecutor in a probe of 
State's Attorney DonWeber. 

IN THE OTHER grand jury in- 
vestigation, Springfield attorney 
Bruce Locher is currently leading 
the probe into assessment practices 
in the county. 

Locher is the second special pro- 
secutor in the assessments probe, 
replacing former state’s attorney 
Keith Jensen. Locher took over after 
Jensen was removed from the role 
by a judge in May. 

Also, Leonard Berg was appointed 
as a special prosecutor for cases 
Weber was prosecuting prior to the 
grand jury investigation into the 
State's attorney's office. 

ASSISTANT State's Attorney Mar- 
shall ‘“Zeke’' Smith said Don 
Groshong and Ed Moorman, the two 
attorneys who represented Weber, 
are not considered special pro- 
secutors and will probably be paid 
from the state's attorney's budget. 

The county is ordered by the 
courts to pay special prosecutors for 
their services. An hourly rate is 
usually involved. 

County board members received a 
letter from Smith last month that 
warned of the escalating cost to the 
county for the various special pro- 
secutors. 

“THE COUNTY board has no con- 
trol over this special prosecutor 
stuff," Smith said. “Whoever in- 
vented county government..must 
have loved disarray. This resolution, 
though, makes sense." 

The finance committee said the 
objective of its resolution is to in- 
form the public of what the county is 
paying for, and hoW much it costs. 
“I's really the public who is paying 
for it, through, with taxes,” said 
finance. committee member Rudy 
Papa, Bethalto. ‘There can be a lot 
of money involved before this is all 
over.”’ 

THE FINANCE committee said it 
was prompted to create the resolu- 
tion after Verticchio submitted his 
bill for services during the grand 
jury probe of Weber. 

On April 26, the finance committee 
received a bill for $11,960 from Ver- 
ticchio for services spread over a 
period of several months. 

From that bill, Vertiechio was 
Paid $804.70 for court reporter fees; 
the remaining $11,156.25 was'for his 
hourly rate of $75, 

“The finance committee thought 
that was pretty high,” said finance 
committee chairman Bill Little of 
Alton. ‘‘Not that it wasn’t justified, 
but there was no breakdown. The 
public should know what the cost 
s."* 


LITLE SAID the intent is to have 
each monthly bill itemized, although 
it is not explicitly required in the 
resolution. 

Finance committee member Fred 
Dalton, Collinsville, first suggested 
the resolution at a finance commit- 
tee meeting in late May. 

The special grand jury under Ver- 
ticchio had indicted Weber on two 
counts of official misconduct. A 
judge dismissed the charges last

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Prosecutor appeals dismissal 
of charges against Don Weber 


“The special prosecutor handling 
-allegations against Madison County 
State’s Attorney Don Weber an- 
nounced Friday that he plans to ap- 
Peal the dismissal of two counts of 
official misconduct against Weber. 
He also invited Weber's attorneys in 
joining him in appealing directly to 
the Illinois Supreme Court, rather 
than to the Fifth Distgrict Appeals 
Court in Mount Vernon. 

Special Prosecutor Paul Vertic- 
chio told the Press-Record Friday 
that he feels Circuit Judge Howard 
Lee White of Jersey County, who 
was brought in to handle the Weber 
case, “erred in dismissing the in- 
dictments’’ May 31. 

| _ “THUS, IN FAIRNESS to the peo- 
ple of Madison County, the special 
grand jury, the complainants, the 
trial judge and the defendant; and 
since this case relates to the ad- 
ministration of justice in Madison 
County, we have decided to file a 
notice of appeal...during the week of 
June 11, 1984,” he said. 

Verticchio said he would prefer to 
bypass the Appeals Court and take 
the case directly to the Supreme 
Court, but will only do so if Weber's 
attorneys, Donald Groshong and Ed- 
ward Moorman, choose to join him 
in making a joint request. ‘‘We have 
also advised counsel for the defen- 
dant that our office would join in a 
petition for an appeal directly to the

A certain part of his 
assets are protected by Federal 
law,. however. Under Chapter 13 
bankruptcy, creditors are paid 
what they would have received 
under Chapter 7, but over a 
period as long as five years. In 
this case, the debtor also keeps 
his assets, is liable for minimal tax 
consequences and is not barred 
from additional bankruptcy 
declarations within six years, as 
he is under Chapter 7. It is still a 
serious move, and anyone con- 
sidering bankruptcy should first 
talk with his financial counselor

Jensen alleged in documents to the 
court that Webér ordered him to ob- 
tain indictments by specific 
deadlines from a special grand jury 
investigating assessment practices 
in the county. 

Jenson contends Weber told him to 
have the grand jury return in- 
citments before ‘the March 20 
Republican primary, in which 
Weber won re-nomination for his 
post, but Weber changed his mind 
later, saying he thought it would ap- 
pear too political. 

Jensen, who quit Weber's staff 
when he filed the court documents 
alleging the pressure by Weber, also 
contends that Weber ordered, him 
again to have the assessment grand 
jury return indictments by March 


28, to gain favorable publicity before 
another special grand jury studying 
allegations about Weber was to con- 
vene. That grand jury, studying 
various allegations by Belleville at- 
torney Amiel Cueto of wrongdoing 
by Weber, including prosecuting a 
client of Cueto’s in a rape case when 
Weber knew the defendant was inno- 
cent. No assessments against Weber 
were returned by that grand jury. 

THE SECOND grand jury study- 
ing allegations against Weber, this 
one concentrating on Jensen's 
allegations, did indict the state's at- 
torney on two counts of official 
misconduct. Judge White, however, 
ruled May 31 that the indictments 
should be dismissed because 
Weber’s actions were not sufficient 
to be deemed in excess of his official 
duties and did not violate the power 
of his office.

' The Navy has decided not to dispose of its old 
nuclear submarines by scuttling them offshore in 
leep water. That's good. 

The ocean is a great receiver of waste from the 
land, Rivers carry minerals and salts out to sea. 
Cities like New York dump trash offshore by the 
barge load. Coastal cities give primary treatment to 
their sewage, then pipe it through outfalls to coastal 
waters. 

The ocean is an organic’ stew of growing and 
decaying matter.

a seat belt violation from their squad cars and are 
not likely to set up roadblocks to test for seat belt 
usage. 

As today’s Readers React column shows, we have 
found the proposed bill to be unpopular to many. Of 
those we have interviewed, not one was in favor of 
the manditory seat belt law. 

On the positive side, use of seat belts could save 
some lives. It is estimated that 200 to 400 of the 1,500 
people killed in Illinois last year would be alive if 
they had been wearing seat belts. Considering that 
many of those who might have been saved would not 
have been wearing seat belts, even if there had been 
a law, we suspect the number of lives this law would 
save is minimal. 

We urge the Senate to weigh the benefits of the bill 
against the loss of freedom and privacy of every in- 
dividual in Illinois before voting. In our opinion, the 
benefits would just not be worth it. 2

Angered by reporting of drainage problem 


To the Editor: 

Some corrections, please, to the 
May 31, page 8 story by Pat Hay- 
Lutz on the Tuesday, May 27, 
Nameoki Township Meeting. 

Residents of the 4200 block of 
Breckenridge. Lane were present 
BECAUSE the drainage ditch 
situated across a lot in the mid-block 
— east side — (until 1980 a six-feet- 
deep, -six-feet-wide ditch — since 
1982 only one foot depth restored) 
HAD ALREADY BEEN FILLED IN 
on Friday evening May 18. We pro- 
tested FACT — not “POSSIBILITY” 
as the article states, ‘‘The possibility 
of a drainage ditch being filled in” 
and, also, ‘although the residents 
were assured that the new owner has 
no intention of filling in the ditch." 

The residents present at the 
meeting are not “‘feather-heads”’ 
who ‘‘knee-jerk’’ at 
“POSSIBILITIES.'’ We protest 
FACTS. The fact being the- third 
blocking of this ditch in the past 
decade. We didn’t take time to at- 
tend the meeting on Tursday even- 
ing because of a mere “‘possibility.”” 
We openly protested this third ditch- 
blocking — having properly 
reported same to the township 
supervisor (5/18/84) when the ditch 
was being filled in- 

The new owner disclaimed 
knowledege of the tractor-backhoe 
operator’s blocking the ditch, 
stating his uncle had offered to send 
a piece of his uncle’s construction 
company machinery to uproot a 
large Cottonwood tree on the north 
side of the ditch. At the meeting the 
Uncle stated he hired a man to take 
machinery (not his construction 
machinery) onto the lot in question 
— but not to block the ditch. 


When approached on May 18, the 
backhoe operator stated, “‘Tell the 
owner! The owner sent me to fill in 
this ditch and put a new ditch near 
that fence (south lot boundary — and 
north boundary fence of F. Barr- 
inger).”’ The operator said he didn’t 
know the name of the ‘‘owner’’ who 
had sent him. 

The title to the lot in question 
describes a ‘‘farmer’s ditch" which 
cannot be blocked. Prior to subdivi- 
sion developments this was all farm 
land. Whether or not crops planted 
in this area resulted in profitable 
harvest depended, in part, on the 
land being drained to the ditch in 
question. Godhelp anyone who 
would have, blocked that ‘‘farmer’s 
ditch’’ and jeopardized the crop! 
The legal protection afforded that 
ditch carried over to protection of 
property rights of purchasers of sub- 
division lots. It is categorized as a 
“minor drainage ditch’’ as opposed 
to ‘major streams and channels.” 

The new owner of the lot has, at 
least, two alternatives: position the 
placement of house to utilize the 185 
feet depth of the lot; or recover his 
financial investment in the lot by re- 
selling it, as the two prior owners 
did. 

Property-owners of the west side 
of 4200 block of Breckenridge 
welcome the addition of new 
neighbors who display the same kind 
of respect for OUR rights the new 
owners hope to be accorded to them. 

It seems rather sad that the valid 
rights to drainage of property- 
owners become more complicated 
because a new lot-owner “‘wants”’ to 
place a house in a position to his ‘‘lik- 
ing.” That is the crux of the present 
situation. 


Since the ditch WAS filled in on 
Friday, May 19, some near-two 
weeks ago — at this time the ball is 
in the court of the new owner. 

Talk about the new owner's “good 
intentions” become credible only 
when the owner evidences good faith 
by removing the materials presently 
obstructing the ditch — which 
obstruction took place since he 
received ownership title — along 
with responsibility for — the lot and 
the ditch which runs through it, 
described in his title as a “farmer’s’* 
ditch,” not to be obstructed or block- 
ed. 


This type of reporting is not new. 
For quite some time, now, this ‘“*half- 
baked’’ quality appears to have 
become a pattern, Even a “str- 
inger’s’’ reports can use editing. 

In closing, I should like to compli- 
ment Gary Schneider on the quality 
and content of his editorials.

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Tax delay may negate 
}role of township collectors 


With this year’s tax payments by 
real estate owners not expected to 
start until August or September, col- 
lection by townships may be im- 
possible, with the entire task'instead 
taken over by the county. 

Many taxing bodies say they face 
a “long, hot summer’’ of penny- 
pinching and borrowing. 

Their officials are unhappy over 
the,late timing of the tax billing: It is 
mandated by law for June 1 or as 


soon thereafter as possible, but it’ 


seldom occurs in June. 

A HEAVY WORKLOAD is blamed 
this year, most of the townships hav- 
ing conducted quadrennial 
reassessments in recent months. 

More than 300 appraisals were re- 
quired in the county this year, and 
authorities conferred during hear- 
ings with a large number of property 
owners who had filed assessment ap- 
peals. 

Townships hoping to do their own 
collecting may. be thwarted by the 
delay. . 

Illinois statutes contain a Sept. 1 
cutoff date, after which taxes must 
be edllected by counties, on the in- 
correct assumption that townships 
had all summer to get the job done. 

EVEN WITH the lateness of this 
year’s assessment work, the taxing 
cycle could have been expedited if 
estimates ‘based on the previous 
year’s taxes) were being utilized for 
the first of the two real estate tax in- 
stallments, Nameoki Township Col- 


lector Norman Hall said during the 
. weekend. 

Since the advent of computers, it 
would be relatively simple to pro- 
ceed on that basis, using the second 
installment to adjust the total 
amount billed; Hall is convinced. He 
sm a number of Illinois counties do 

is. 

In the absence of estimated bill- 
ing, various authorities are projec- 
ting that the 1984 collection (for the 
1983 tax year) may be one, two or 
three months later than a year ago. 

SUPT. B.J. DAVIS of the Granite 
City school district said Friday that 
each day of delay costs the school 
system at least $800 in interest. 

The GC district's operating debt 
exceeds $8 rhillion. Edwardsville 
schools also foresee multi-million- 
dollar borrowing this summer. 

Triad District Supt. Robert Rogier 
says schools are discouraged by the 
fact that ‘Madison County usually is 
one of the latest in getting its tax 
bills out. Districts in other counties I 
know of already have their bills 
out.””

The useage of drugs can be divided into four basic levels. The levels 
we will discuss are: curiosity, social, regular and dependent useage. 

The curiosity user is a person who hears about different substances 
and wants to experiment. The person wants to know ‘‘What’s this all 
about?” At this level, the person may satisfy his or her curiosity and quit 
or decide to continue use for unlimited reasons, This is a level at which 
prevention can be very effective because more knowledge on the subject 
for the user may help the user make a rational decision, It’s like feeling 
the heat from a fire, but not touching the flame. The knowledge you have 
that the flame will burn you prevents you from touching the flame. 

A social user is a person who does not actively seek substances to use 
on his own. This person is the user that is with a group, perhaps a party, 
and because the substance is available, will use the substance. This level 
is strongly affected by peer pressure, because everyone wants to belong 
to a group. Prevention still is effective at this level, but the knowledge 
needed is more of how to say ‘‘no" than the substances’ effects. 

The regular user is a person who will actviely seek sul ces for per- 
sonal use. The individual may use substances both privately and socially. 
Socially, this person may be the one that supplies the social user. This in- 
diviual can still live an acceptable life and is not harming others around 
him. Prevention may not be too effective at this level and it may take a 
traumatic experience or professional assistance to stop use. 

, To the dependent user, drugs are the most important thing in his life. 
The individual's whole outlook turns towards the use of drugs. The per- 
son's actions have negative effects on the people around him and he is not 
likely to be a productive part of society. At this level, professional inter- 
vention is probably necessary.

diurses know the physiological side 
of what's going on with these girls. 
{Weehope to teach nurses to be more 
effective with counseling and help- 
wa these girls. 
so ‘Part of the problem surrounding 


the role’ of the school nurse is that 
students don’t as a general rule go to 
them with this problem, even though 
they are most informéd and able to 
help them. One way of making 
students aware that the nurses can 
help is having these, professionals 
discuss biological changes in the 
body and the reproductive system in 
the early grades. Then they know 
they can. contact the nurse on this 
delicate problem.” 

Another factor that complicates 
the role of the school nurse is the in- 
sistence ‘of many parents that their 
children should not be taught about 
sex in the schools, according to Miss 
Custer. There is a strong feeling that 
such matters should be taught in the 
home. ! 

“This raises a problem,"’ Miss 
Custer said. ‘Parents usually talk 
only about the moral, religious 
reasons why their offspring 
shouldn’t have sex at such a young 
age. They talk about what's Fight 
and wrong. The nurse, on the other 
hand, could talk about ‘the 
physiological aspects—how the body 
is hanging.” 


THE COURSE for nurses will 
focus on the following: Epidemilogy 
of the adolescent—it will provide 
statistics on who gets pregnant and 
what they are likely to do about it. It 
should be noted that when teenagers 
get pregnant, it is usually the tax- 
payer who ends up paying for the 
care of the child. Sometimes the 
baby has to go into intensive care for 
some period because the mother was 
too young to carry it.

PREVENTION—this emphasizes 
the critical role of having the nurse 
on the curriculum planning commit- 
tee on matters of health education. 

Community resources—the nurse 
is informed about adoption agencies, 
family planning agencies, and how 
the girl can obtain prenatal care if 
she cannot afford it 

Physiological concerns—this looks 
at matters such as nutrition, 
hygiene, proper body care in the 
pregnancy situation and attendant 
psychological problems. 

MISS CURTIS noted another 
pretical reason for school nurses to 
be interested in continuing educa- 
tion. In the past, school nurses were 
not on a comparable pay schedule 
with teachers. Most school systems 
work in such a way that with addi- 
tional education, teachers can add 
increments to their salaries. Since 
the fall of 1983, school nurses have 
been paid this way, too, she said.

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People will periodically consult an attorney 
complaining of ill effects after overing a 
foreign substance in their food or drink. In one 
case, a woman was eating creamed corn when 
she discovered worms in the corn. In another 
case, an elderly man was drinking a bottle of 
soda when he discovered a partially-decayed 
mouse wedged in the neck of bottle. 

Often in cases such as these the vicims 
experience physical manifestations such as 
ziness and nausea which make it necessary to 
consult a physician. in other cases, the person 
will -also experience emotional trauma 
associated with eating contaminated or poison- 
ed food. Sometimes the victim will have a loss 
of appetite for a period of time. There are Illinois 
cases where the victim had to seek professional 
help before his eating habits returned to normal. 

Frequently in cases such as these the injured 
person can recover under the legal doctrine 
knowg as “strict liability”. This means that the 
victim can recover from the manufacturer and 
seller of a defective product in certain cases 
even where these defendants were not 
negligent and even when the injured person had 
no dealings with the manufacturer or seller. 
Strict liability has been applied to various pro- 
ducts such as contaminated food, cosmetics, 


defective automobiles, and drugs. Generally 
speaking, to recover under the doctrine of strict 
liability, the victim must demonstrate that his in- 
jury resulted from a condition of the product, 
that the condition was an unreasonably 
dangerous one, and that the condition existed 
at the time the product left the manufacturer's 
control. 

In cases involving contaminated food, certain 
procedures should be followed by the victim in 
order to enhance his chances of prevailing at 
trial. The injured person should immediately 
notify the seller of the product and fill out a 
report if necessary. This, wil! not only serve to 
document the injury but will also allow the seller 
to remove other defective goods from his 
shelves. The im should also seek medical at- 
tention as soon as possible end indicate to. the 
physician all problems he may be experiencing. 

It is important to preserve the evidence’ for 
use at trial. Sometimes the seller of the con- 
taminated food will ask the person who con- 
sumed it to turn it back in, but this should not be 
done. The defective foodstuff may need to be 
analyzed, and in some cases the victim will need 
to freeze it to preserve it. Finally, the victim 
should immediately contact an attorney to find 
out his legal rights in a case such as this.

Kinder reapplies for public 
defender spot as term ends 


Chief Circuit Judge A. A. Matoe- 
sian said Friday that a decision by 
the Third Judicial Circuit judges to 
accept applications for the office of 
public defender should not be taken 
as a criticism of the current public 
defender. 

“This is absolutely not a ‘no con- 
fidence vote’ for (William) Kinder,” 
said Matoesian. ‘‘The judges decid- 
ed to take applications just as they 
did the year before. Persons should 
not view this action as)a no vote for 
Kinder but as an opening up of the 
applications. Kinder applied Thurs- 
day to be reappointed 

“This should not be taken as an in- 
dication that Kinder is not doing a 
good job. We're just giving other 
people a chance to apply for the posi- 
tion.” 

In Madison County, the public 
defender is appointed at one-year in- 
tervals. Kinder’s current term will 
expire June 30. The public defender 
earns a salary of $20,200. 

Kinder said Friday, that he was 
not surprised with the judges’ deci- 
sion to seek applications. ‘I don’t 
think” this decision was anything 
more than routine,” he said. 

He said the judges have been open- 
ing up the position for applications 
ever since he went into office in 
December of 1979. Judges used to 
make the appointments later in the 
year, but the public defender office’s 
budget is set in December, so it was 
decided to make the appointment 
annually in June ‘‘so somebody new 
would not get stuck with the former 
public defender’s budget,”’ Kinder 
noted. 

Kinder said he had reapplied for 
the position. “I sent my letter in 


yesterday,” he said Friday. 

Kinder, 45, of Granite City, is a 
local attorney. He has practiced law 
in Madison and Granite City since 
1966. 

He has served as the chief assis- 
tant in the Madison County state’s 
attorney's office for former state's 
attorney Leon Scroggins. 

Kinder was selected by the circuit 
judges of the Third Judicial Circuit 
as public defender in 1979, to fill the 
unexpired term of former public 
defender Paul Reilly
